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Vincent West, who sent me the original details, noticed that the 
"perforated proof W9/AC" as described in the catalogue from which he 
quoted, should have read "W&/AC". 


He has sent a photocopy of the actual stamp as 
illustrated in the sale catalogue. It would appear to 
be W0100.01. Vincent is not sure what is meant by 
"Proof" as related to a perfin and queries if the 


illustration is a blank perforated stamp or the back 





of an ordinary stamp. (Sloper certainly perforated 
blank stamps, of various colours, to use as examples EX. 6867 
in his advertising literature.) Why the horizontal 
lines above and below the perfin and the manuscript 


number 2024 above the lower line? 
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
